Not only are the March 1900 ex- 
ports the heaviest in the history of our foreign com- 
merce, but the total for the nine months ending with 
March is also greater than that of any corresponding 
9 months in the history of our exports. 








ACETYLENE gas has wou an enviable record the past 
year in the world of illumination. It is also claimed 
to be the coming fuel. Ao enthusiastic acetylene 
gas man says: ‘‘The general public admit the decided 
advantages of acetylene as an illuminant and it is but 
a matter of avery short time until it will be looked 
upon as the ideal heat producer as well.” At recert 
tests between acetylene and city gas in regard to 
their cooking capacity, acetylene made the best show- 
ing ina baking test and city gas in a water boiling test. 








THE rapid growth of the copper industry in the 
United States and the large proportion which this 
country supplies of the world’s copper consumption is 
illustrated by some figures presented by a German 
publication entitled “A Century of Copper.” It shows 
that the United States has during the decade 1891- 
1900 produced more than half of the copper of the 
world, while in the preceding decade it supplied but 
about one-third of the world’s production, and in the de- 
cade 1871-1880, the proportion supplied by the United 
States was only about one-sixth of the total. The 
growth of copper production in the century has, ac-

cording to this statement, been very rapid, being in 
the first decade 91,000 tons, in the fifth decade 291, - 
000 tons, and in the tenth decade, which ends with 
1900, 3,643,000 tons, of which 1,963,000 tons is sup- 
plied by North America, the large proportion of this 
being from the United States. 








THE growth in exportation of manufactures con- 
tinues to be the most striking feature of the marvel- 
ous export trade of the United States, which in the 
nine months ending with March, 1900, reached the 
precedented sum of $1,053,820,680, and thus promises 
to be fully $1,300,000,000 in the fiscal year which ends 
60 days hence, Of this large exportation, more than 
30 per cent was manufactures, against 26 per cent in 
the corresponding months of the fiscal year 1899, 
and 23 per cent during the same months of the fiscal 
year 1898. For the’ month of March alone the ex- 
ports of manufacturers amounted to $44,767,139, 
which is far greater than the totals for any preceding 
month in our history, that of March, 1899, being 
$36,109,231; March, 1898, $28,214,540; March, 1897, 
$25,874,469, and for March, 1896, $19,125,725, the 
exports of manufactures in March, 1900, being thus 
more than double those of March, 1896, only four 
years earlier. 





PERHAPS nowhere has the humanitarian policy of 
the American Steel & Wire Co, been more keenly 
shown than in the gentle rebuke administered by one 
of its officials to the prurient curiosity of the public 
as echoed in the personality of a reporter, when he 
said: ‘‘We are a private concern.

ANTE LUCEM’S WEEKLY BUDGET. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 
LARGELY A STOCK JOBBING MOVEMENT, 

The excitement along the hardware line the past 
week was a discussion of the nail trust and partia’ 
collapse of prices. 

Few can see that it is anything else than a disso- 
lution of the trust and believe everything is going to 
bump up, which is probably the thing farthest from 
realization of any commercial happening. 

A few days will suffice to show that it is largely 
a stock-jobbing movement and that the end of high 
prices is afar off; in short, some kindred lines are on 
the eve of farther advances, paints, oils, stoves. 

COMMISSIONER BOWLER IS STIRRING THINGS UP. 


I met a paint salesman a few days ago and if the 
half he reports be true, the paint dealers are being 
pretty well shaken up by Commissioner Bowler who 
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has charge of the execution of the Minnesota state 
law bearing upon that subject. Some fifteen or twenty 
prosecutions have been made, the minimum fine im- 
posed, and many more cases are now under consider- 
ation with chances favorable to successful prosecutions. 
DEALER, NOT MANUFACTURER, IS THE VICTIM, 

One hardship, however, to the dealer results from 
the law, in so far that it does not reach the non-resi- 
dent manufacturer but makes him (the dealer) the 
victim in so far that he is the responsible one and, of 
course, considered the transgressor. The law was 
passed during the legislative session of ’98 and ’99, 
but made operative January 1, 1900. 

In the interim dealers had forgotten the matter 
and had neither cleaned out old stocks nor engrafted 
into new contracts a clause of protection by manufac- 
turers against prosecution, hence the very thing they 
were desirous of having done may, in a measure, 
plague them. 

NO LONGER STRICTLY 

The traveler informed me that new labels were, 
in some cases, being prepared and the words ‘‘strictly 
pure” being obliterated. It will be humiliating to 
many retail dealers to find the brands of paint they 
have sold for years as strictly pure cannot now carry 
the label. In renewal contracts and pyrchases deal- 
ers will use extreme caution and may largely restrict 
purchases to brands made alone in Minnesota. 

THE DEPARTMENT STORE TRADER IN TROUBLE, 


The Minnesota state law does not say any old 
thing may not be sold, but it does say that any old 
thing in the white lead and paint line cannot be 
labeled as pure and sold as pure. The law puts the 
knife under the short ribs of the cataloguer and de- 
partment store trader. 


PURE. 


LEGISLATIVE RESTRICTION RATHER THAN BOYCOTTS, 


When Minnesota will pass a good, wholesome law 
regulating advertising, along the limes of its paint 
law, when Wisconsin, Iowa, the Dakotas and other 
states will follow suit, then a thousand times better 
results will be accomplished and follow than any sys- 
tem of boycotts. 

SELLS ON BOTH SIDES OF FENCE. 

The mails brought me a few days since a circular 
showing a line of goods being sold by all catalogue 
houses, yet the manufacturers of these brands of 
goods are canvassing the trade and seliing dealers 
promiscuously in several states. Many of said deal- 
ers being members of the several hardware associa- 
tions. I would like to disclose them to every dealer 
in the country; not that they have no right to sell to 
whom they choose, but to protect the retailers. 

DEALER SHOULD BE IN 42MS FOR HIS RIGHTS. 


I copy from one page of the circular, commending 
its perusal to all dealers. 

‘Selling Catalogue Houses.”’ 

This is a free country and a manufacturer has a 
right to sell to catalogue houses if he chooses, but in 
so doing there is one thing he should remember. Cata- 
logue houses are doing everything possible to make 
people believe that the retail dealer is robbing them, 
and that they can save ever so much money in buying 
from them. Now if enough people can be induced to 


believe this, even for a time, the retail dealer will be 
seriously damaged, if not driven entirely out of exisz- 
ence, 

Therefore, when a manufacturer is supplying 
catalogue houses with the means to damage or destroy 
a dealer’s business, he has no moral right to solicit 
the trade and support of the dealer. He should choose 
whom he shall serve. I want to add the hand of every 
retail dealer should be a hand against him who di- 
rectly or indirectly seeks his business dethronement. 

Soon after the decline in nails (a day or two) I 
read in a daily paper about the stimulant such decline 
had givea to building, just as though everything in 
the building line hinged on nails. 


MASONRY ARISING LIKE TOADSTOOLS, 


The editorial contained not a little gush, and one 
would think every square inch of Twin City dirt was 
beiny covered with buildings of all sorts; that they 
(buildings) were springing up like toadstools after a 
thunder shower. 

HOW ABOUT LUMBER? 


Let us see—$1 a keg, six, eight, ten, possibly 
twenty-five or fifty kegs, according to size of building 
or block, so many dollars, what an incentive. How 
little ice a few kegs of nails cut, If building has been 
retarded one must find some other excuse besides 
nails. Other lines of hardware, locks, knobs, bang- 
ers, track, etc., are by no means advanced above nor- 
mal conditions. Hardware in general cannot be 
counted. How would the item of lumber size up? 
Five, six, seven dollars a thousand advance. Does that 
cut ice? The lumber barons would say, nit, Possibly 
when their advance is cut to normal conditions, and 
the level of the nail trust is reached, there will be less 
of labor troubles and more activity in the building 
world, for surely much of the building product is none 
too high and cannot be called excessively high.

MARKET NOT YET RECOVERED. 


The Berger Mfg. Co., Canton, Ohio write: 

The market has not yet recovered from the effects of the 
recent cut in pric s made by the American S’eel & Wire Co. 

There is not, in our opinion, any likelihood of similar 
action on the part of other steel companies. 

Present prices on hardware staples and specialties will 
probably be maintained. 

We coincide with the view that the cut in wire and nail 
prices was mainly in the nature of an equalization of prices 
on these goods to correspond with other articles of iron and 
steel. 

NO PROBABILITY OF A DECLINE IN PRICES. 

The Joliet Stove Works, Joliet, Ill., write: 

We think the action of the American Steel & Wire 
Co. in reducing the price of wire and nails had the effect of 
making buyers uneasy for the first few days; but we believe 
they have all fully realized that the prices of wire and nails 
had been advanced more than other iron and steel products, 
and that the cut simply put them on a par with other lines. 

We do not think that there is any probab lity of a de- 
cline in prices being made by other steel ard iron manufac- 
turers. On the contrary, we believe the situation points to a 
further advance in some of these materials. 

MARKET HAS NOT RECOVERED. 

The Fanner Mfg. Co., Cieveland, Ohio, write: 

The market has not recovered fr'm the recent cut in 
prices made by the American Steel & Wire Co. 

There is n«t, in our opinion, any likelibood of similar 
action on the part of the steel companies at present. 

Present prices in hardware staples and specialties will 
be maintained. 

We do not look for higheror for lower prices in any par- 
ticular staples. 

We do not coincide with the view advanced by several 
that this cut in wire and nail prices was necessarily in the 
ature of an equalization of prices. 

A STOCK JOBBING SCHEME. 
The Cortright Metal Roofing Co., Philadelphia, write: 
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“We do not thnk there has been any recovery in the 
market since the cut referred to; on the contrary it has had 
the effect of causing a great many of our customers to hold 
orders for a while which should be placed at this time. 

The daily papers probably have the situation sized up cor- 
rectly, and they all seem to agree that the recent move was 
a stock-jobbing scheme entirely.” 

PRICES ARE FAIRLY EQUITABLE. 

The Parry Mfg. Co., Indianapolis, Ind., write: 

“We must confess that we have seen no very great effect 
from the recent cut in prices, $5.00 per ton, by the steel people. 
The trade seems to have such a heavy movement of itself that 
the shock was hardly noticed. 

It is our opinion that the prices established by the Amer- 
ican Steel & Wire Co. will be the basis of other companies’ 
figures. 

We see no reason for and can see no indications of any 
change in prices on hardware specialties. 

We do not anticipate any great fall in prices in any par- 
ticular direction. 

We believe prices all along the line are fairly equitable, 
and do not know anything that we would suggest that it is 
lower than it should be, though we are of the opinion that 
some staples are higher in price than they should be. 

We believe that iron and steel is a little bit higher now 
than it should be, and would not be surprised at a slight 
change at any time, but do not consider that there will be any 
very great change in the near future.” 

MARKET HAS RECOVERED. 

The Clipper Lawn Mower Co., Norristown, Pa., write: 

“We think the market has recovered from the effects of 
the recent cut in prices made by the American Steel & Wire Co. 

There is in our opinion no likelihood of similar actions 
on the part of any other steel companies. 

Present prices on hardware staples and specialties will 
be maintained. , 

We coincide with the view advanced by several that this 
cut in wire and nail prices was mainly in the nature of an 
equalization of prices on these goods to correspond with other 
articles made of iron and steel.” 

MARKET HAS NOT RECOVERED. 

E. C. Atkins & Co., Indianapolis, Ind., write: 

“We think the market has not recovered as-yet from the 
recent cut in prices made by the American Steel & Wire Co. 

We presume other steel companies will be governed more 
by the condition of their orders than by the action of the 
American Steel & Wite Co., although the reduction by the 
latter will doubtless affect their orders on the same lines of 
good, but on other classes of material, where the reduction 
does not affect them, we think the action of this company will 
not have any special influence except as it creates a certain 
amount of hesitation in the general market. 

We presume that the prices on hardware staples and spe- 
cialties, in the manufacture of which the product of the Amer- 
ican Steel & Wire Co. enters, will be affected by this reduc- 
tion to some extent. 

No, we do not think this reduction was made to equalize 
prices with other articles made of iron or steel. We think it 
was done largely as a speculative measure, and because the 
price has been forced up beyond a normal figure.” 

WAS UNCALLED FOR. 

A leading firm of Wisconsin manufacturers write: 

“The recent cut the American Steel & Wire Co. was made 
under very peculiar circumstances and uncalled for at the 
present time. However, we are satisfied that it will not 
affect other manufactured articles in the iron line unless the 
price on raw material’ is reduced considerably.” 

LINES WILL BE ADVANCED SHORTLY. 

The Atlas Bolt & Screen Co., Cleveland, O., write: 

“We learn that the American Steel & Wire Co., by their 
recent cut of $18 per ton on certain kind of wire, and $20 per 
ton on wire nails, have induced considerable buying amongst 
the trade, and are rapidly reducing their stocks of these lines 
It appears to us as if these lines may be advanced again in the 
near future. We do not find that their recent action has 
affected our own lines to any objectionable extent. 
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We do not believe that the other steel trusts will make 
any «further reductions in the price of their products than 
they have. 

We state very positively that we are firmly of the belief 
that prices on hardware staples, especially builders’ and shelf 
hardware, screws, stove and tire bolts will be maintained. In 
the case of our own lines, we know that they will be. 

We do not.see how the cut in wire and nail prices is in 
any way an equalization to correspond with other articles 
made of iron and steel. Of course, we feel that nails and 
fence wire, structural iron and a few other articles were too 
high as compared with finished products, and should have been 
-educed somewhere, but we cannot believe that hardware 
products and specialties are, in the main, any higher than 


they should be.” 
SHOCK HAS PASSED. 


The Moroney Hardware Co., Dallas, Tex , write: 

The shock caused by the excessive reduction in price of 
wire and nails has entirely passed; values are adjusted on 
basis of new prices and trade is moving on as usual. 

We feel certain that all other combines will have to fol- 
low the example of the American Steel & Wire Co. before 
they can expect their products to move with any degree of 
regularity. ’ 

Values on the metal line will have to be reduced to 
twenty-five per cent advance over 1398 prices before dealers 
or consumers will have any faith in the maintenance of 
values. 

MARKET HAS NOT RECOVERED. 

J. D. Moore, of the Moore & Handley Hardware Co., Bir- 
mingham, Ala., writes: 

“The market has not recovered from the effects of the 
recent cut in prices made by the American Steel & Wire Co. 

There is in my opinion no likelihood of similar action of so 
radical a nature on the part of other steel companies. 

While we think prices on nails and wire were elevated 
beyond what they should have been, we do not justify the 
abrupt and extreme heavy cut, which should have been done 
more gradually.” 

ARE PAYING LITTLE ATTENTION TO PRICES. 

A leading Western hardware jobbing house writes: 

“We have entered fully into our spring season and are 
very busy, and pay very little attention to prices, ete., at 
the present time. The reduction that was made on nails 
and wire seems to have made quite an improvement in the 
demand for these goods. We are getting lots of orders and 
a large number of inquiries for car load and less than car-load 
lots.” 

MARKET HAS RECOVERED. 

Samuel A. Bigelow, Boston, Mass., writes: 

“The market has recovered from the effects of the recent 
cut in-prices made by the American Steel & Wire Co. 

There is not any likelihood of similar action on the part 
of other steel companies. 

Present prices on hardware staples and specialties will 
be maintained. 

This cut in wire and nail prices was not in the nature of 
an equalization of prices on these goods to correspond with 
other articles made of iron and steel, but was a stock-jobbing 
operation.” 

WILL TAKE SEVERAL WEEKS. 

A. P., Duncan, of McLendon, Duncan & Co., Waco, Tex., 
write: 

“In my judgment it will take several weeks for the market 
to recover from the recent cut in prices made by the American 
Steel & Wire Co. 

There is in all probability a likelihood of similar action 
on the part of other steel companies. 

I do not think prices on steel and wire were higher in 
proportion than other goods.” 

A DEMORALIZING INFLUENCE ON TRADE. 

The Barker-Jennings Hardware Co., Lynchburg, Va., 
write : 

“The recent action of the American Steel & Wire Co. in 
making such an arbitrary reduction in wire and nails has had 
a very demoralizing influence upon trade, not only in the iron 





and steel line, but I am informed it has materially affected 
many~other lines, from ‘which the market will not soon re- 
cover. 

It is hardly probable that any other steel or iron company 
will take a similar action. While prices may be lowered, the 
reductions will not be so radical and arbitrary. 

It is not reasonable to expect present prices on hardware 
staples and specialties to be maintained any length of time. 
The market on several staple lines is weaker, and while nom- 
inal quotations have not materially changed, concessions are 
being granted for immediate deliveries. I look for lower 
prices on iron and steel bars, wrought and cast pipe, and 
kindred lines which are so near to the raw material. 

I know of no class of hardware on which prices should 
be higher. Without an exception all staples have been ad- 
vanced in proportion to the cost of raw material, while a great 
many advances have been made entirely out of proportion. 

I do not think that the prices of nails and wire heretofore 
ruling have been relatively higher than some other leading 
lines of staple goods. 

I am of the opinion that the principal cause for the cut 
in wire and nails was due to the fact that the manufacturers 
realized the fact that the consumption had been greatly de- 
creased, and that large stocks had accumulated in their ware- 
houses. This is particularly true on plain and barbed wire, 
which is consumed almost exclusively by farmers who haven't 
been in position to pay such fancy prices, and have chosen to 
do without rather than pay the ruling prices.” 

PEMORALIZATION HAS EXTENDED THROUGHOUT ENTIRE LINE. 
The Beck & Gregg Hardware Co., Atlanta, Ga., write: 
“The market has not recovered from the effect. of the 

recent cut in price made by the American Steel & Wire Co. 
The demoralization caused by this cut has extended throughout 
the entire line, and it will take considerable time, if not the 
rest of this year, to overcome the havoc wrought. 

I am strongly of the opinion that this radical cut in price 
will be followed by other steel companies with a necessity. 
or allow their warehouse to give way under the strain of 
finished goods. 

The present price on hardware, staples especially, will not 
be maintained at the present high values without a greater 
combination or trust than now exist. 

I look for a lower price on the entire line. 

It would be ruinous to business to advance prices on any 
article in the hardware line at the present time.” 

ANTICIPATE A GENERAL SETTLING OF PRICES. 

C. E. Speer, of The Speer Hardware Co., Ft. Smith, Ark., 
writes : 

“In my opinion the market will not recover from the ill 
effects of the action of the American Steel & Wire Co. during 
1900. 

There will probably never in the history of the iron trade 
be a similar action taken by any organization of any char- 
acter, whatever. 

We anticipate a general settling of prices in all lines of 
staple hardware. 

We have no theory to advance regarding the action of 
the wire and nail people. It can have no other effect than that 
of demoralization, and will cause the trade to lose confidence 
in the policies of the larger corporations. We do not think 
the wire and nail people can be censured too strongly, as they 
have acted in bad faith with all their trade. In our territory 
they have paralyzed the business in their line of goods and 
had a very bad effect on all others.” 


FOR A GENERAL DECLINE ON STAPLES. 


A leading Southern jobbing house writes: 

“So far as the market being recovered from the effect of 
the recent cut in prices, made by the American Steel & Wire 
Co., the only recovery that we see possible is the knowledge 
of the fact that the dealers have lost a dollar on every keg 
of nails that they had on hand, or had en route when this 
break took place. 

We hope there is no other company in existence that 
would pursue such a short-sighted policy as to make such a 
radical change necessary. 
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We are of the opinion that hardware, staples and special- 
ties that have advanced will decline. 

We look for a general decline on all staples, as we think 
the decrease in the home consumption has more than offset 
the wonderful export business. that you hear about. 

We believe that the recent decline in the price of nails 
was merely an evidence of the fact that the American people 
are not going to pay more than goods are reasonably worth. 
The American Steel & Wire Co. was short-sighted enough to 
believe they could get any kind of prices they wanted for 
their product, it being a line, it looked like, the people were 
bound to have. We presume they had reached a point in 
their business where it was necessary to make this radical 
change. But the people who have suffered by it will bear 
this instance in mind, and if the day comes when they have 
any competition to speak of, we believe that they will come 
pretty near having to buy all the business that they get.” 


,LOOKS FOR LOWER TIN PLATE PRICES. 


Frank Rudy, Paola, Kas., president of Kansas Retail 
Hardware Dealers’ Association, writes: 

The market has rot recovered from the recent cut in 
prices made by the American Steel & Wire Co. 

I look for similar action on the part of the other steel 
companies. 

Present prices on hardware staples and specialties will 
be maintained. 

Ido not entirely coincide with the view that this cut 
in wire and nail prices was mainly in the nature of an equal- 
ization of prices on these goods, although they were too high 
in comparison with some other lines. 


LUMBER IS TOO HIGH. 


Chas. F. Bock, Battle Creek, Mich., of the Executive 
Committee of the Inter-State Retail Hardware Dealers’ As 
sociation, writes: 

It is somewhat difficult in this age of trusts and combi- 
nations to answer questions on market probabilities intelli- 
gently. I think, however, the market generally has fairly 
recovered from the effect of the recent decline in prices on 
nailsand wire. If the American Steel & Wire Co. maintain 
their present price ([ fear, however, they will make an ad- 
vance of 25 cents) no doubt it will bring a reduction in a few 
other lines. I think bolts, shovels and iron pipes are too 
high in proportion to other goods. I agree with others that 
the cut was made to equal ze values with other goods and to 
induce ao increa-e in tirade. This effect will be realized, as 
the tormer unreasonable price was a check on trade, and re- 
stricted consumption. The increased demand will also enable 
the company to reduce stock on hand. 

Our trade is perfectly satisfactory, in fact, better than 
ever before. Now ifthe price on lumber vould be reduced 
about $2 per thousand, it will encourage many people to 
build who are now hesitating. 

NOT IN THE NATURE OF AN EQUALIZATION. 


Geo. Gray, Coshocton, O., corresponding secretary of 
the Ohio Hardware Association, writes: 

The market has not by any means recovered from the 
recent cut in prices made by the American Steel & Wire 
Co. 

There is a likelihood of similar action on the part of 
other steel companies. I do not think the present prices on 
hardware staples and specialties will be maintained, and 
look for higher prices on iron and steel. Ido not think the 
cut in wire and nail prices was in the nature of an equaliza- 
tion of prices. 

WAS BROUGHT ABOUT BY UNNATURAL AND UNNECESSARY 
ADVANCES.

If by the market you mean the consumer it has not re- 
covered from the recent cut in prices made by the Ameri- 
can Steel & Wire Co.

If any staples go lower it will be wire products. 
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We think this cut in wire and nail prices was brought 
about by the unnatural and unnecessary advance made by a 
ravenous corporation, and that, instead of increasing the 
confidence and also the demand, the recent drop wil), and 
has already, made both the consumer and retailer very skep- 
tical and consequently his purchases will be lighter than 
heretofore. 

We do not think the American Steel & Wire Co. have 
not helped the situation. 

KINDRED LINES HELD PRETTY WELL IN HAND. 

Irving A. Sibley, South Bend, Ind., member of the Exec- 
utive Committee of the Indiana Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Association, writes: 

“The market has not fully recovered from the effects of 
the recent cut in prices made by the American Steel & 
Wire Co. 

I think that kindred lines are held pretty well in hand, and 
that there will not be any radical changes in market values, 
although I believe that the price on all kindred goods is high, 
and I look for lower rather than higher prices. 

I do not think that the trade of the country at large will 
maintain the exorbitant figures. 

Locally our trade on wire particularly has been very small, 
and from personal conversation with other dealers I find this 
to have been universal. 

I believe the cut on wire and nails to have been caused on 
account of over production.”

The other steel companies are meeting the price of The 
American Steel & Wire Co. It is doubtful if present prices on 
hardware staples and specialties will be maintained. They 
will if the trusts can do so. 

I look for lower prices on wire and nails, scythes, screen 
doors, and wire goods. 

The cut in wire and nail prices was a deal in stocks, 
though I believe the falling off in the demand for wire had 
its effect.”

Shevlin bas already applied for a patent for his for- 
mula, which has been pronounced a valuable discovery 
by experienced mechanics, who have learned some- 
thing of its results. The inventor has shown the re- 
porter several tools made of copper which have been 
successfully tempered by the process, One was a 
knife the blade of which was as hard and sbarp as 
steel and as pliable.

gradual decrease in diameter, making the gases as 


they leave the fuel impinge against the sides, The 
dome-shaped top of the combustion chamber with the 
opening for the exit of the gases below its extreme 
top retains the gases until they are thoroughly 
ignited. Connected with the top of the fire pot by a 
slip nipple is the water dome, the under side of which 
is excellent heating surface. A cast iron sectional 
casing extends from the top of the ash pit base to the 
bottom of the water dome. It is enough larger in 
diameter than the outside of the fire pot to leave a 
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flue space between them through which the gases pass 
on their way to thesmoke pipe. The casing is lined 
with asbestos felt and, being made in sections, can 
easily be removed in case of repairs. The casing, 
however, is so made that a covering three-quarter of 
an inch thick can be applied without. interfering with 
the doors.

In the illustration, Fig. 2, we show how the 
aouble connections should be made, and in this ar- 
rangement it makes no difference which fire is in oper- 
ation as there will be a perfect circulation at all times; 
you can also run them both at the same time if it 
should be necessary. At the same time we consider 
it advisable to place stop cocks on each line to the fur- 
nace as shown, so that in case of repairs on the furnace 
the water could be sbut off from that section. These 
stop cocks should have wastes in them, for the reason 
that at times servants are careless and fire might be 
started in the furnace with the stop cock shut, but 
where the stop cocks on such lines are provided witb 
wastes, there would be an escapement for the water 
or steam generated and thus avoid injury to the pipes 
or heating coil in the furnace. 
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Fig. 2. 


It will be necessary also to provide means of 
emptying the system as well as to draw off the sedi- 
ment from the boiler at times and, therefore, a stop 
cock should be placed on the lower connection to fur- 
nace cvil as shown. 

In a system of this kind, where the range is in 
operation alone, there will be no movement of the 
water in the lower pipes to furnace even though the 
stop cocks be open, and therefore it will not be neces- 
sary to close the stock cock at any time unless in case 
of repairs. If the system is carried out as shown in 
sketch Fig. 2 the results will be satisfactory.

PATTERN .FOR CIRCULAR-TOP BOILER COVER. 
To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

A rule for cutting a circular-top boiler cover is 
here given. It will answer for a two or three-piece 
as the strip in tne center is only a straight piece. 

ABCD, Fig. 1, represents the boiler for which 
cover is required, G EF the height it is to have when 
made. With dividers sweep circle that will touch 
points C E D. 

+ right angle to AB (which is center line 
through the boiler) draw A /—@ 4 and G G@’ indefi- 
nitely. At the point G@’, Fig. 2, erect the line G’ / 
which will be parallel with the center line of boiler. 
With the dividers set as G to Z, Fig, 1, place one leg 
on G’ and sweep the quarter circle as shown on Fig. 
2. Divide same into equal parts (in this case four) 
and erect lines from the points thus established till 
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they touch the line G’ EZ’. Now divide the quarter 
circle A, in Fig. 1, into four equal parts and carry 
lines parallel with 4 J until they meet the line G’J 
Fig. 2, and from there to the points previously ob- 
tained on the line @’£, all as shown in diagram. 
Now take the distance O 4, Fig. 2, and transfer same 
to Fig. 1, as presented by G F, and sweep circle to 
strike points C F D as shown. 

On the line A J, which has been continued indefi- 
nitely, and at any corvenient point, as at H, drop the 
perpendicuiar line H K, Fig. 3. Divide the segment 
of circle D E, Fig. 1, into four equal purts and trans- 
fer same to Fig. 3, spacing and marking the points 
on each side of X., Likewise with the chord of circle 
represented by D 7, Fig. 1, transferring same dis- 
tance on each side of P, Fig. 3, establishing the 
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points ¢ and 2. Now sweep the circle which wil] 
strike Y, H, R Draw the side lines Y S and R M. 
Return again to Fig. 1 and set dividers same as in 
spacing off the one-fourth circle from A to N and on 
the circle just struck in Fig. 3. Commencing at H, 
mark on each side the points J 2 3 4; draw lines from 
these points on circle to dotted marks on line S K M 
indefinitely. Take the distance from J to LE’, Fig. 2, 
and with one point of dividers on H, Fig. 3, mark 
point X, take distance from 1 to corresponding num- 
ber on line G’ E’, Fig. 2, and transferring to Fig. 3, 
mark point 1 on each sice of X continuing till all 
these triangular distances, as also 4 G’, are thus 
taken from Fig 2 and marked on Fig. 3. A free-hand 
line drawn through the intersecting points completes 
the required pattern. Add forseams. B, L, B.

COOKING UTENSILS.

TIN PLATE WAR UNLIKELY. 








Some prominent consumers of tin plate have 
eagerly grasped at every current rumor in the street 
anent internecine gtrife among the big combinations 
in the tin-plate world. With firms capitalized at 
millions and controlling large numbers of plants at 
loggerheads, prices in sheet metal products of all 
kinds would inevitably take to tobogganning. Much 
as some people would like to see this consummation, 
and many as may be the irresponsible rumors declar- 
ing that strife may start up any old hour, there is 
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slight likelihood of the large trade combinations 
clutching each other by the hair and pummeling vig- 
orously to the joy of the buyer. To be concise about 
it, that isn’t what they are there for. 

Some jobbers declare that if the tariff on tin plate 
were removed prices would come down. 

Other well-informed tin-plate men declare that 
every material entering into tin-plate prices has ad- 
vanced and that owners of iron-ore plants, lake steam- 









ers, South Sea tin deposits, tin-plate laborers and 
others are getting a very fat slice of this advance, the 
American Tin Plate Co. getting no more than is justi- 
fiable. An Eastern tin-plate man, in an interview in 
the press, states the tin-plate jobbers are roughly 
handled. He says that previous to the formation of 
the tin plate combination the individual jobbers carried 
their own particular brands, many of which had 
become established after mary years and owed their 
hold upon the trade largely to the reputation that 
had slowly accrued with time. They were held to be 
as much the property of the individual jobber as were 
his store fixtures. But with the advent of the trust 
it became evident that the status of brands was to be 
changed. ‘‘We will be pleased to furnish to you tin 
of your particular brand,” said the trust, ‘‘but before 
we deliver a pound to you it will be necessary that 
you make over to us for a term of fifteen years your 
rights in the brand,” The trust couldn’t have held a 
bitterer pill up to the mouths of the jobbers, but it 
had to be taken. As soon as brands were assigned 
the supply from the trust began—-and not before.

THE TWENTIETH CENTURY GROOVER. 








The Indianapolis Elbow Co., 804-806 Fort Wayne 
avenue, Indianapolis, Ind., are manufacturers of the 
Twentieth Century groover shown herewith. In this 
groover the crank connection is geared two to one so 
as to make it work easily. The gearing and steel 





sprocket are machine‘ cut, the roll carriage being 
drawn forward by a steel chain, grooving and flatten- 
ing down the seam at one operation. When it reaches 
the end of the run it automatically disconnects itself 
from the chain and throws down the clamp ‘‘B” with- 
out any attention on the part of the operator, who 
now places his left hand against the projection ‘‘F"’ at 
top of carriage, and with a quick movement pushes it 
back to the starting point without moving the crank 
or chain. When the hand is removed from ‘‘F” the 
carriage instantly catches on to:the chain again at 
the slightest movement of the crank in either direc- 
tion. The stop ‘‘/” is adjusted so that the carriage 
may be brought to any fixed point to suit the length 


of the work. The groover will groove pipe three 
inches in diameter and larger, thirty inches long; not 
heavier than No. 22 gauge. The rolls are quickly ad- 
justed by aslight turn of the spindles «H!” «+J7%,”

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Trade Report. 


BRADSTREET’S ON IRON AND STEEL SITUA- 
TION. 

The editor of Bradstreet’s, New York, telegraphs 
this advance report of the iron and steel markets: 

The situation in iron and steel is still a mixed 
one. No diminution of strength of pig iron is 
reported at such centers as Birmingham and Pitts- 
burg, and predictions are that the ruling price for 
Bessemer pig iron will not be shaded during the last 
half of the year, Some cutting of pig iron prices is 
reported at the West, however. The report from Bir- 
mingham is a most reassuring one, due mainly to the 
reawakened export inquiry heretofore noted in this 
column. Scotch buyers are reported to have taken 
25,000 tons this week, and an order for 100 tons for 
Germany for delivery next year is under negotiation, 
with the differences between buyer and oeller so made 
that expectations favor a satisfactory outcome. In 
finished material less confidence is expresfed. Manu- 
facturers are reported looking for orders, and prices 
are weakening without, however, having the expected 
effect of inducing much new business. Structural 
material remains as strong as heretofore, favorable 
features being the placing of a very large order for 
bridge material for Canada, while domestic demand is 
reported good. Billets are unquestionably lower, but 
it is doubtful if much business is being done at the 
extreme low quotations given by some authorities. 





ROGERS, BROWN & CO. ON IRON AND STEEL. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, Ohio, transmit 
us the following advance resume of their report on 
the pig-iron market: 

The business of the week has been confined chiefly 
to small lots, though consumers are taking freely of 
iron ou old orders. Consumption has been impaired 
at some points because of labor difficulties, but the 
general melt has not been reduced much. 

Southern soft foundry grades continue scarce and 
supply is inadequate, though Southern silver grays 
are more abundant. Charcoal irons, Northern and 
Southern, continue in good request at top prices. 
Chilling grades are not obtainable for immediate ship- 
ment on new orders, Bessemer and Basic remain firm. 
Prices rule about as last week, though softer on some 
common grades. 


WIRE NAILS. 


The heavy cut in wire nail prices last week natu- 
rally caused an exceptionally heavy sale for wire nails, 
perhaps the heaviest of the year. Quotations are 
$2.53 for carloads and $2.60 for small lots. 





BARB WIRE. 

Barb wire sales are naturally stimulated by the 
reduced price. Single carload lots of plain annealed 
wire are $2.48 and small lots from stock are $2.58. 
Painted barb wire is $2 98 in carload and $3.08 for 
Small lots from stock. Galvanized barb wire is $3.13 
in carload and $3.23 for small lots. 


CUT NAILS. 


Cut nails as predicted in our trade report of dast 
week have gone down to correspond with the wire 
nail market. $2.40 is the current market rate for 
small quantities.

The National Window Glass Jobbers’ Association 
held a recent conference with the American Window 
Glass Company, and decided to make no change in 
prices. 





TIN. 

There has been little demand for tin and arrivals 
in New York have been liberal, amounting to 800 tons 
during the week and 2,838 tons since April 1. Straiis 
on spot closed Saturday at 294 to 29%c, a decline of 
1$c from the price of the preceding Saturday. Prices 
in London declined £4 3s 9d for spot tin and £3 11s 3d 
for three months.
